REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do 
not teach or render obvious the combination set forth, including that of a lock for a vehicle door 
having a housing, a latch means comprising a hook, a latch prevention member linearly 
moveable relative to the housing, in a direction substantially parallel to the axis of rotation of the 
latch means, and intersecting the path of the latch means, means for biasing, and locking means 
having a key actuated lock cylinder, the locking means having a linkage part connected to the 
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lock cylinder for movement and having a cam surface thereon, where the locking means is offset 
from the latch rotation preventing member. 

The closest prior art of record, U.S. Patent Number 3,270,536 to Sprung, discloses a lock 
for having a housing, a latch means comprising a hook, a latch prevention member linearly 
moveable relative to the housing, in a direction substantially parallel to the axis of rotation of the 
latch means, and intersecting the path of the latch means, and locking means having a key 
actuated lock cylinder. However, Sprung does not disclose a biasing means or the locking means 
having a linkage part connected to the lock cylinder for movement and having a cam surface 
thereon, where the locking means is offset from the latch rotation preventing member. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
